The denial was made in a telegram which 
Mr. Melien sent from Bretton Woods, 
N..H., which point he has reached in the 
course of his tour of inspection of the 
railroad properties in Northern New Eng- 
land, It was directed to The Associated 
Press in answer to a telegram regarding 
the meaning ofthe following official 
statement given out to-day by the rail- 
road’s press department in New Haven:

NEW HAVEN, Conn, Sept. 11.—When 
asked to-night to explain the statement 
given out early to-day that President 
Mellen will retire, the press department 
of the railroad declined to issue any com- 
ment. A second statement was published 
Jate this afternoon from President Mellen 
asserting that he has no immediate in- 
tention of retiring. 

At the press department headquarters it 
was said unofficially that the statement 
which was published this morning was 
called for by the story published by a 
New Haven newspaper last week declar- 
ing that President Mellen was soon to 
resign, and that his su ssor had been 
selected by the New Haven Directors. 

New Haven newspaper men who 
followed the published statements were 
surprised carly this morning to receive 
the statement from President Mellen to 
the effect that he was to retire, although 
the date had not been fixed. The early 
statemment of his retirement was in his 
obal handwriting: to thd press depart- 
ment. 

In railroad circles here the opinion is 
held that Mr. Mellen’s second statement 
means that he will retire when his plans 
now in hand, which will take several 
years to carry out, are completed. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Com y will be held in Octo- 
ber. Mr. Melien’s annual report is now 
sage prepared, and one of the reasons 
for his trip over the Boston & Maine 
system is to note the condition of that 
property after the Summer season, and 
*to devise further plans for development 
of traffic in that part of New England, 
such plans to be noted by the President 
in reviewing the year’s work.

MISS WOERISHOFFER KILLED. 


Bankers Daughter’s Hurled Down Em- 
bankment in an Auto.

BINGHAMPTON, N. Y., Sept 11.—An 
automobile accident that caused the death 
of Anno Caroloa Woerishoffer; of 11 East 
Forty-fifth Street, New York, occurred 
late Sunday afternoon at Cannonsville, a 
village a short distance from this city. 

Miss Woerishoffer,- who is a wealthy 
New York woman, had been touring the 
country with another woman, whose name 
is at present unknown. They were pass- 
ing through Broome County on their way 
toward New York. Miss Woerishoffer was 
driving a 60-horse power car, and just 
how the accident happened may never be 
known. It is known she was going at a 
high rate of speed along a part of a 
roadway that spans an embankment. 

It is supposed that the chain of her 
machine broke and threw the steering 
gear out of adjustment, sending the car 
Crashing down the bank. Before either 
occupant could save themselves the car 
Was on top of them. Miss Woerishoffer, 
who was driving, was caught beneath the 
wreck and badly crushed, three ribs 
being broken and driven through her 
lungs. . 

The companion of Miss Woerishoffer 
whose name nas not been ascertained, 
was thrown beyond the machine and es- 
‘caped injury. Miss Woerisoffer was at 
once removed to the home of Dr. Part- 
ridge where other medical aid was called 
when her serious condition was discov- 
ered. Dr. Marvin, of New York, and 
other specialists were summone by 
special train and late Sunday night an 
operation was performed in hopes of 
saving her life, but without avail and 
she died to-day. 

Her mother who is the widow of Charles 
Woerishoffer, a banker, sailed for Eu- 
rope this week and an effort is being 
made to communicate the sad _ intelli- 


gence. 
Miss Woerishoffer was 26 years of age. 


ARMLESS MAN HOOKED HIM. 


Saved Boy from Tumbling Into River, 
but Cut His Arm Badly. 


Both arms of William Hunter, a switch- 
man employed by the New Haven Rail- 
road, were cut off at the elbow in a rail- 
road wreck up-State four years ago. 
He was fitted up with wooden stumps, 
however, and in the stumps fixed long 
steel hooks. Thereafter he was still good 
for work, and could throw -a switch as 
quickly and surely as any two-handed 
man alive. 

When Hunter is not sot ro Sel his 
stumps and throwing switches, he 
watches the small boys at the Bronx end 
of the Willis Avenue Bridge run ‘at play 
down the sharp incline toward the river, 
then swerve suddenly upward. within a 
few steps of his switchman’s box and 
dash upward under the bridge and back 
to their starti point. The incline is 
pretty steep, and the water only a few 
yards from the int where the young 
racers turn sharply uphill.

NEWPORT, R. E., Sept. 11.—Mrs. James

Two days beforé landing in Bos- 
ton the list was copied verbatim on the 
declaration before it was handed in. 
expedite matters I placed each article 
where it was easy to examine it and to 
verify the statement of the declaration 
the bills were presented. 

‘“‘Having supposedly carried sufficient 
money to cover the duties or the equiva- 
lent of the amount purchased, I found 
the duties charged were twice as large as 
I figured upon, Not having the amount 
required in cash the customs officials re- 
fused to accept certified checks, and in 
consequence I was forced to go to the 
bank before the baggage could be taken 
out.

“They found my-trunks had gone on 
the noon train, and they said they must 
accompany me to Newport. Feeling em- 
barrassed with the officers ith uniform I 
took a seat in the end of the car, though 
I’had purchased a chair in the paflor car. 
By the time I: reached Newport I was as 
black as a stoker. On the trip down it 
; occurred to me that the pearls were paid 
'for by check. The officers were informed 
of this, and I produced the stub on my 
' checkbook and agreed to produce the 
voucher within ten days. They replied 
that they were vVefy sorry, but it meant 
the loss of their positions if they did not 
bring back the pearls to Boston. 

“On my arrival I was compelled to go 
'{nto the baggage room, open the trunks, 
and deliver the pearls to the officials. 
Though these men were strangers to mo,

A PANIG IN CATANIA 


Country Round the Volcano Cov- 
ered with Ashes and by a 
Great Pall of Smoke. 


PEOPLE DESERT VILLAGES 


Earth Shocks Are Being Felt at Short 
Intervals—Lava Being Emitted from 
Fourteen New Fissures. 


CATANIA, Sept. 11.—The eruption cf 
Mount Etna has become more intense. 
The* showers of ashes and cinders are 
heavier than they were yesterday, and 
the rumbling of earth shocks at short in- 
tervals is heard for miles around. 

The shocks are growing in violence, and 
a panic prevails, The fear of the people 
is augmented by the great heat and the 
| suffocating atmosphere, All the country 
around about is covered with ashes and 
seems under an immense funeral pall. 

A new fissure has opened above Lingua- 
glossa, which lies at the foot of Etna, 
and brilliant flashes illuminate the thick 
column of smoke. 

Lava is now descending and threatens 
the villages. it has reached to the edge 
of the woods. 

It is estimated that in all fourteen new 
fissures have opened, and they are emit- 
ting smoke, ashes, and lava. It is report- 
ed that three new craters have beén 
formed. Even the streets of Catania are 
covered with ashes. : 

The people of the villages on the slopes 
of Etna have abandoned their homes. 
‘Some of the houses have been damaged 
| by the earthquakes, and hundreds of 
;men, women, and children who are with- 
out shelter go about from place to place, 
| carrying pictures of the saints, crying 
and imploring mercy. 
| At Giarre, sixteen miles from Catania, 
| the patients were carried out of the hos- 
/ pital by nurses, who feared that the 
| building would collapse.

More _Than 300,000 Attend the 
Island's Ninth Ce.ebration 
and See the Parade. 


RESORT A BLAZE OF LIGHT 


as They Ride in a Golden Slipper— 
Crowd Gives Police Little Trouble. 


Coney Island celebrated yesterday the 
first day. of its ninth annual Mardi Gras. 
4#bout 300,000 fun-seekers swarmed down 
to the Island in trolleys, trains, boats, 
and automebiles during the course of the. 
afternoon and evening. Surf Avenue, 
from about 9 o’clock in the evening to 
the small hours of this morning, was a 
riot of colored flags, lamps, lanterns, 
electricaliy lighted floats, bearing girls 
with flashlight smiles and abbreviated 
costumes raining confetti, flying stream- 
ers, blaring horns, and clattering noise- 
makers. About 600 policemen under Chief: 
Inspector Schmittberger and Inspector 
Dooley were on hand to keep the girls in 
order and the fun-seekers from lesing 
their watches. But the big crowd was 48 
crderly as it was noisy. 

Coney spent the morning hanging flags 
of all nations and many-colored electric 
lights across its-streets and alleys; and 
all through the afternoon Parade Com- 
mitteeman James M. Conahan was busy 
assigning young women to their. places 
on the floats. A reporter called on Mr. 
Conahan while the assignment of floats 
was in progress to know if there was 
anything “ interesting.” Mr. Conahan 
looked up and made a gesture enjoining 
silence to the 200 young women who were 
all clamoring to’ be assigned to some par- 


ticular float. : ; 
“Interesting,’’ he exclaimed. emphatic- 
ally. ‘‘I never spent such a lively after- 


noon in my life.’* . 

The parade itself with which the Mardi 
Gras was to be formally opened occurred 
in the evening. It was supposed to 
start at 7:30, but .it was almost: 8:30 
o’clock ; before. the long procession of 
floats with bands and pbamners started 
from the Oéean’ Parkway beside the Hotel 
Jefferson. First came Chief Inspector 
Schmittberger and: Inspector Dooley: in a 
police autemobile. Immediately behind 
them—whether by arrangement or by ac- 
cident no. one, knew—was an unusu- 
ally pretty girl in.a scarlet décolleté dress 
and a very short skirt. She wore black 
stockings and black dancing slippers, and 
as she highstepped along Surf Avenue be- 
hind the big police auto she kicked so 
high that the crowd which lined the side- 
walks six deep on both sides. of the street 
yelled with delight. 

“Look out for your hat!’’ some one in 
the crowd shouted to Inspector Schmitt- 
berger. He made a laughing response. 
After the scarlet dancing girl came the 
Mardi Gras officials in a big touring car, 
which was ablaze with red, white, und 
blue lights. The officials included Ste- 
hen E.’ Jackson, President; Lewis M. 
otter, First Vice President; A. P. Arn- 
heiter, Second Vice President; Charles 
Schiffmann, Secretary, and W. B. Luke, 
the Treasurer. All wore high hats and 
black cutaway coats. The Directocs ard 
Arrangement Committee, who f»llowed in | 
yellow taxicabs, wore white yachting 
caps and blue uniforms. 

Preceded by a band and twelve mount- 
ed policemen, the royal float followed. 
On it were Moe H. Baron and his wife. 
Mrs. Nettie Baron, King and Queen of 
the Mardi Gras. In past years both the 
King and Queen have been elected. But 
only the King was elected this year. 
When Mr. Baron received the eatest 
number of votes he was told by the com. 
mittee that he might select his Queen. 
He said he would chose his wife. 
Married men who attended Mardi Gras 
yesterday said that they considered that 
this showed King Baron a sensible mon- 
arch. The royal pair passed down Surf 
Avenue on a pink and greerf float, which 
looked something like an inverted silpper. 
and which was all ablaze with electric 
lights. , 
The second float, representing ‘' The 
Star-Spangled Banner,’’ bore-an unusually 
tall Uncle Sam. Then came a float called 
“ Chrysanthemums,”’ on which were sev-

SMALL PAY STIRS PASTOR. 


The Rev. Mr. Greenleaf Says Some 
Ministers Receive Only $215 a Year. 


, Special to The New York Times. 

LEBANON, Ind., Sept. 11.— The man- 
ner in which the pastors of many of the 
churches in rural communities and small 
towns have to eke out a miserable exist- 
ence on the pitiable salaries given.them 
is a disgrace’ to Christianity, a reproach 
to American civilization and a reflection 
upon the present-day church. govern- 
ment,’ declares the Rev. E. L. Greenleaf. 
Ke recently resigned the pastorate of. the 
Lebanon circle of three rural Methodist 
Protestant churches because of» the high 
cost. of living. The atlaxy was. not suf- 
ficient to provide for his family. Be- 
cause of the publication of the reasons 
for his resignation, he was left bythe 
Conference .without. an appointment for 
the ensuing year. : 

‘“‘Last year the Methodist Protestant 
Church Conference of Indiana paid: to the 
pastors $24,133 in salaries, an average 
of about $215 for each minister,’’ says 
Mr. Greenleaf,,.‘‘ The highest. salary paid 
in the Conferetice was $750. These fig- 
ures tell the story. 

‘“‘Qne pastor has. a family of four chil- 
dren, one an invalid mother to support: 
Last year his salary was $125. God only 
knows how that man succeeded in keep- 
ing body and‘ soul together. 

“One other pastor whose salary was 
meagre was forced to tne expedient on 
one occasion, because of delay in the 
payment of the regular stipend, of selling 
his buggy cushions to secure money with 
which to buy bread for his family. 

“These are only two instances of the 





for starvation salaries had to endure. 

‘“*How can these men, no matter what 
their ability, do the best work that is in 
them under. such circumstances? Yet 
the churches that pay them their salaries 
are very free to criticise them because the 
results in the upbuilding cf the niember- 
ship are not just what were desired or 
expected. . ' 

“My quarrel is not with the individual 
but with the system. There ought to be 
a law that would prevent a Conference 
or any church governing body sending a 
minister to a charge that would not pro- 
vide an adequate living wage.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Greenleaf is 46 years 
old. His family consists of his wife, five 
daughters, and one son. One of the 
daughters is an invalid. He came here 
from Indianapolis. He was employed in 
the City. Engineer's office as. draughts- 
man. His father, C. A. Greenleaf, resid- | 
ing at Upland, Cal., was the inventor of 
the Greenleaf turntable for railways, the 
punch and shears, and the vertical engine.

Killed on Shore, Then Carried to Lake 
Osceola, Is the Theory—Evidence 


of Chloroform.

CHARLOTTE, N. C.; Sept. 11.—De- 
velopments have confirmed the belief, of 
the Hendersonvilie, N. C., authorities that 
Miss Myrtle Hawkins, 17 years old, whose 
body was found floating in Lake Osceola, 
hear that -town, yesterday, was mur- 
dered. There were no bruises on the body, 
apparently, but there was every trace 
of chloroform having been used to bring 
about death. ; ; 

The latest clues show conclusively, &¢- 
cording to the police, that the girl was. 
slain in the woocs overiooking the laké, 
and for three days. the body lay where 
{t had been thrown, exposed to the sun 
and rains. Haunted by the ever present 
vision of the young girl, the murderer re- 
visited the scene of his crime, according 
to the theory of the police, and in the 
dead of the night took the body in his 
arms, put it. into a. buggy and drove 
through the. woods, along the public 
highway, until he reached a bridge at 
the end of the lake. The bushes at tais 
point. show clearly that the body was 
thrown into the lake. . 

The condition of the body, sty physi: 
cians who have examined it, shows that 
life’ was extinct before the body was 

laced in the water, and that it would 

ave been pnpbastbie for so large an ob- 

ject to have been on the surface of the 
water without almost immediate discov- 
ery, as Lake Osceola is daily encircled by 
hundreds of automobiles and carriages, 
and is faced by one of the largest Sum- 
mer hotels in the mountains of Western 
North Carolina, whose guests’ favorite 
walks are around the path at the lake. 

The pcssibility of her death having been 
accidental is exploded by the statement 
that Miss Hawkins was a strong swim- 
mer and could have easily swam or waded 
out of the shallow valet at the point 
where the body was found. The condi- 
tion ofthe budy, the authorities say, pre- 
cludes all possibility of suicide. 

Miss Hawkins’s death came almost on 
the: eve of her wedding day. She. was 
engaged to Hal Cooper, a young busi- 
ness Mian of Johnson City, Tenn. It is 
said that there was some objection to 
the match on the part of the parents of 
the girl. The parents had a_ suspicion 
when. the girl first disappeared, several 
days ago, that she had _ eloped with 
Cooper, ard, not liking publicity of this 
sort, did not seek the aid of the police 
in the quiet search for their daughter. 

Mr. and Mrs. W Huwiins, the pa- 
rents, are among the most, substantial 
people of Western North Carolina, and 
their home at Flat Rock, a suburb of 
Hendersonville, is one of the handsomest 
in the mountain section. The young girl 
was particularly devoted te her mother, 
and it is said that there is some fear as 
to the mother’s recovery from the shock.

The defeat of prohibition in Maine is of 
peculiar significance because it was the 
first State as. distinguished from towns 
and districts to prohibit in every form 
the liquor traffic. Some-of the earlier 
States had put a veto upon any sale of 
liquor to Indians, and Connecticut in 1839 
adopted local prohibition. 

Meanwhile Maine was suffering greatly 
from tke trade in rum with the West In- 
dies, and in 1846 an educational campaign 
was started. The leader in this was Neal 
Dow, a Quaker, who toured the whole 
State in favor of the prohibition law. As 
the result of his eloquence and zeal the 
prohibition law was made effective in 
1851. 

It was dmended from time to time, and 
in 1858 was incoporated into the Consti- 
tution. Since that year many minor 
amendments havé been made in the en- 
deavor to make it really effective, but, 
however prohibition may have succeeded 
inthe country districts, it has been gen- 
erally recognized that ft could not be 
absolutely enforced in the cities. 

The victory of the Wets in Maine comes 
after twelve months of a strict enforce- 
ment of the law. .-The turnover in the 
State m 1910, which drove out of, power 
for almost the first time since 1 the 
Republican State administration, was re- 
garded by the Prohibitionists as a great 
victory for the cause,

“Under the present conditions the Pub- 
Hc Service Commission can regulate the 
fares to be charged, transfers, &c. By 
the section referred to any new franchise 
would have to contain gll provisions for 
transfers, rates, fares, &c., and in so far 
would amount to the repedl of the pow- 
ers of the Public Service Commission and 
a transfer of said powers to the Board of 
Estimate and the Mayor. Certainly that 
is not a provision which the public wants, 
Provision. has been made for the Public 
Service Commission to do just that work 
and it has certainly done its work satis- 
factorily. . 

“ Under Section 1,438 the Board of Bstir 
mate cannot make any contract pertain- 
ing to- subway franchises .witnout «the 
Mayor's assent. There is no provision. in 
the Charter by which the Board of Esti- 
mate can overcome thé ‘Mayor's refusel 
to assent. It is absolute and unqualified, 
Even if every member of the Board of 
Estimate and-all the members of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission agree that a cer- 
tain franchise should be made for sub- 
ways, the Mayor can prevent the grant- 
ing of such franchise. 

“For example, if the Public Service 
Commission unanimously recommend, and 
the Board of Estimate, with the. ex- 
ception of.the.Mayor, unanimously agree, 
that the Brooklyn Rapid ‘Transit .Com- 
pany should operate the new subway lines 
and grant transfers between its. old lines 
and its new ‘lines, thereby enabling peo- 
ple-{n Brooklyn to: reach the business 
sections of Manhattan and the theatre 
district for a single fare, the Mayor‘can 
prevent the granting of such franchise, 
He could prevent the granting of any 
franchise except such a one as he want- 
ed, and might dictate that the only fran- 
chise to’ which he would give his consent 
would be one to the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, which should not re- 
quire the said company to give transfers 
between its old lines and the new lines, or 
make any arrangement for transfers from 
the new subways to the present lines of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company. 
That would carry out his apparent wish, 
to give the profits of the new subways to’ 
the Ft agg be Company.

Tu and the markets are closed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 11.—A 4dis- 
Patch from Peking says that forty men. 
were killed and many were wounded-in 
defense of the Viceroy's yamen at Cheng- 
Tu, which was attacked to-day by a mob. 

Revolutionists are said to be taking 4 
Prominent part in the disorders. 

The same Peking dispatch says that a 
Prelimirary agreement - betweeh- the 
Government of Chinese Turkestan and an 


lcan for colonization and mining pur- 
poses, under the guarantee of the pro- 
vincial revenue. The agreement requires 
the sanction of the Chinese Government. 


WASHINGTON, | Sept. 11—All_ the 
4merican naval strength deemed neces- 
Sary as a precaution is being concentrated 
as near as possible to the scene of serious 
disorders, in China.. Admiral Murdock to- 
day cabled to the Navy Department that 
he sailed yesterday on his flagship Sara- 
toga, ‘accompanied by the cruisers New 
Orleans and Helena, from Shanghai for 
Nan-King. The Admiral’s report con- 
tained nothing regarding the situation 
in China. 

Against the strong current of the Yang- 
Tse Kiang the three cruisers are likely 
to make slow headway. They are expect- 
ed at Nan-King by to-morrow. “At that 
point they will relieve some of “the light 
diaught gungoats, which will push on up 
the river to a point as near as possible to 
Sze-Chuen Province and afford asylum 
to the missionaries who have been obliged 
to leave Cheng-Tu, in the heart of that 
prevince, 

Blood has been spilled in Sze-Chuen, 
and the situation has growh rapidly in 
seriousness. - Over twenty rioters and a 
number of soldiers have been killed in 
battle in the past few days, resulting 
from attacks by the infiriated and dis- 
satisfied natives upon thb yamen at 
Cheng-Tu. This information ‘reached the 
State Department to-day. 

The gravity of the situation and the 
fearful possibilities of a mammoth upris- 
ing have brought the central Government 
of China to a quick decision to suppress 
the trouble with a strong hand, Last 
Thursday the ringleaders of the agitation 
were arrested by the Viceroy of the prov- 
ince. This inflamed their. followers and 
1ésultei in a vicious attack upon the 
Viceroy’s yamen by the mob. The sol- 
diers on guard fired into the rioters, kiii- 
ing some twenty of them. The mob in a 
subsequent assault upon. the. Viceroy’s 
residence slew a number of the troops. 
The telegraph wires between Cheng-Tu 
‘and Chung-King have now been cit. Re- 
ports to the State Department -indicate 
that the American women and children 
left:-Cheng-Tu-under escort, 
thought that others also have departed.

In the recent prosecution of Patrick

\s that the defendant “beat the case. 
But may it be said that this necessarily 
implies that the defendant, though guilty, 
escaped conviction. through. unworthy 
means? It may simply mean that he 
was acquitted. “The word ‘beat’ is used 
several ways nowadays in the. sense of 
winning. I grant that it is not dn elegant 
use of our language, which in common 
speech is unfortunately debased, but my 
inquiry here is not irto the purity of the 
term employed but the meaning which it 
conveyed to the jury. 

“I-do not think that I am warranted 
in assuming that the prosecuting officer 
departed from his duty and intended to 
prejudice the jury or that the question 
had that effect.”

International Machinists’ Execu- 
tive Board Refuses to Sanction 
‘Walkout .of .Shopmen. 


NO HARRIMAN SETTLEMENT 
bi acta cdi 
Spokesmen for Pacific Coast Shopmen 
Say Strike Will Be Last Resort— 
No Change, Says Kruttschritt. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—The strike threat- 
ened by the shopmen of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad has been averted, The labor 
struggle was threatened because of: the 
refusal of the railroad to recognize the 
system federation of mechanical em- 
ployes. A reorganization of the federa- 
tion will be undertaken ‘and the demand 
will probably be renewed. 

The chief influence in preventing the 
strike was the positive refusal of ,the 
Executive Board of the International 
sociation of Machinists, in sesgion to-d 
at Davenport, ‘Iowa, to authorize the 
strike. The Executive Board took the 
ground thatthe system federation had 
not conducted its negotiations properly 
with the Illinois Centr&l.. Furthermore it 
was pointed out that a strike would im- 
peril the working agreements now exist- 
ing between the railroad and: several of 
the international unions. 

The federation officials will address a 
communication to the shop men who 
voted in favor of a strike, setting forth 
the objections and recommendations of 
the international unions’ representatives, 
“The federation officials were: informed 
that the method of procedure in demand- 
ing recognition from the. Hlinois Central 
was in violation of the thirty-day notice 
clauses in the contracts between the in- 
ternational unions represented and the 
railroad. It was concluded, therefore, to 
reorganize the shopmen’s federation along 
new lines and to proceed in conformity 
with agreements, so that the support of 
the international unions may be procured. 


STRIKE TO BE LAST RESORT. 


Shopmen’s Leaders Still Hope for 
Concessions from Harriman Lines. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept, 11.—‘‘ We have 
not yet considered the question of a strike 
of the shop employes. We are still ‘hop- 
ing for another conference with. 
Kruttschnitt or with the General Man- 
agers of the Harriman lines. However, 
we have not, and will not, modify the de- 
mand for recognition of the federation,”

“ PEACE-MONGERS” AGAIN. 

During the recent discussion of the 
general Anglo-American arbitration 
agreement one of the Tory papers in 
London hit upon a happy epithet for 
Mr. Tart and Sir Epwarp Grey; tt 
¢called them “ peace-mongers,” As there 
is nothing so hateful to the paid advo- 
cates of a certain kind of British aris- 
tocracy 4s trade, as a’ monger” is an 
especially loathsome variety of trader, 
and.as peace fs also distasteful to gen- 


tlemen of this breed, it-will be seen that 


the term was meant to be extremely in- 
sulting. 

But now come two men, his Imperial 
Majesty the Czar of Russia and his Im- 
perial Majesty the German Kaiser, 
whose claims to aristocratic distinction 
can hardly be questioned, and publish 
to the world the details of a specific 
bargain which they have just conclud- 
ed, the object of which is nothing less 
sordid than the removal of differences 
and the security of peace in the matter 
of their respective interests in the Val- 
ley.of the Euphrates and in Persia. 
When the. negotiation of this piece of 
“commercialism”. was first reported 
last Jatiuary the “ war-at-any-price ” 
agitators in Germany, zealously second- 
ed by some of their‘kind in the English 
press, leaped to the conclusion that the 
Russ0-French alliance was being un- 
dermined, that the Triple Entente was 
on Ahe point of rupture, and that the 
long looked for general scrimmage in 
Burope was visibly approaching. Rus- 
sia was’ trafficking Henin the back of 
France ahd Great’ Britain, and the 
German agitators bragged. while their 
British brothers howled at this | evi- 
dence of an impending row. The agree- 
ment having been made public, it turns 
out that all the excitement, real or af/ 
fected,.on one part and on the other, 
was quite neediess, foolish, and, in the 
view .of sensible men, more or less 
wicked. 

The German and Russian imperial 
“ peace-mongers " have simply come to 
a businesslike arrangement as to their 
interests. Germany undertakes in no 
way to interfere with the position and 
influence of Russia in Northern Persia 
and. Russia agrees not to oppose the 
German project of the Bagdad Rail- 
way, but, when the road is finished to 
Khanikin, on the Turko-Persian fron- 
tier, to undertake the constriction of a 
connecting line from that point to Te- 
heran. There is no mention of and no 
implication as to the general relations 
of the two Powers; the Russo-English 
arrangement of four years since is con- 
firmed and strengthened rather than 
weakened or disturbed. Provisicn is 
made for the development of “the re- 
sources both of Persia ang of the Eu- 
phrates region by transportation lines 
in which all parties in interest will have 
participation, and in this development 
there can be nothing but advantage for 
the people of the Middle Hast and for 
all Europe. 

There remains, of course, the old dif- 
ference between Great Britain and 
Germany as to the special interests of 
the latter in the Persian Gutt and the 
highway to India, but this difference, 
to say the Jeast, fs not acute, and may 
be advanced toward adjustment by the 
new agreement. The. British Govern- |

STARVATION AS AN INCENTIVE. 

Mr. James J. Hrixw puts his familiar 
doctrine bluntly when he declares that 
the American people will not take 16 
raising the food they need until starva- 
tion drives them to it. But it is only 
the form that is extreme, and that is 
justifiable by its logic. Practically, 
hunger is the primal motive power, 
and the great army of humanity, from 
the Stone Age up, has always, in 
Napoleon's phrase, “Marched on its 
belly.” 

In our case the motive power will begin 
visibly to-work long before starvation 
need be a terror. to any able-bodied he- 
ings. It is being organized by Mr. 
Hitt already and by a large and 
powerful class to which he belongs. 
The railway men want big production 
and low.prices because they sell trans- 
portation and profit by increased de- 
mand for it: Al employers of labor 
on a large scale want moderate-priced 
food products, because they are a con- 
dition. precedent to moderate cost «of 
living. and to healthy and. éfficient 
labor. Thus it comes about that there 
is a practical movement, with moncy 
and braing behind it, to secure the 
tillage of more land and the better 
tillage of all land. 

In countries like Germany, with a 
strong and centralized Government, or 
like Denmark. with a compact’ popula- 
tion of unusual intelligence, this move- 
ment is: largely guided and aided 
officially, though in Denmark voluntary 
association is by far the mofe effective 
agency. In our own country more is 
being done than is widely known by 
the agricultural departments of the 
Federal and State Governments, whfie 
associated voluntary effort is steadily 
advancing. Only last week the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Cothpany gave 
an object lesson to a large assembly. of 
farmers in, breaking up a stiff and 
stubborn clay sub-soil by dynamite 
discharged by a flash in a multitude 
of holes properly distributed, and do- 
ing in a short time, at relatively small 
expense, the costly, difficult, and slow 
work of sub+soil. plowing and - tile 
draining, and doing it, probably, .far 
better, When-the pricking of appetite 
or ‘the wise ‘study of the relation of 
hunger and the food supply leads to 
the practical betterment of agriculture 
in this way, we need not be gloomy as 
to the future.

As. convinc- 
ing and irrefutable proof that “* book 
learning” is not necessary to stccess 


explain-

these critics of colleges point to them-| 


selves, and as evidence of its harmful- 
ness they relate unfortunate experiences 
of their own with college graduates as 
assistants or empleyés. The college man, 
they say, enters business, industry, or 
even a profession too late; he lacks the 
habit of hard work, his moral fibre has 


‘been weakened by too long dependence 


for support upon parents or friends, and 
he fatls in competition with young men 
his inferiors in theoretical knowledge of 
many things, but his superiors in having 
learned the things that count in the best 
of all ways—by doing them. 

Quite a case can thus be made out 
against collegiate education, by sticking 
earefully enough to its failures, but the 
men who talk in this manner have a sub- 
conscious doubt’as to the validity of their 
own arguments, and, as they have no in- 
tention of changing their minds, ft fe nat- 
ural enough that they should cast about 
eagerly for -colorable excuses to declare 
that the colleges have other faults than 
a lack of practicality. 

MY. CRANE has found an excuse in the 
dissipations of certain students, and when 
he hears that a large percentage of them 
are listed by a class statistician as 
‘“drinking,” he forgets or ignores that in 
these compilations everybody is included 
in that’ sifister category who is not a 
total abstaitier. But, really, not all who 
“drink"’ are or become drunkards, and 
though it is the modern and growing 
tendeney to declare that even the most 
moderate tndulgence in intoxicants meas- 
urably lowers efficiency of every kind, 
the fact remains that it is not the most 
abstemious races that have done or are 
doing the world’s best work.

A GIRL’S MINORITY. 


It fs Not a Voting Agé, but Her Ma 
jority Should Be. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A writer in The Woman's Journal re- 
ferring to the California law by which @ 
girl comes of age at 18 and a boy at 21, 
lately said that a girl ought to be pro- 
tected from the results of her own lack 
of judgment up to the same age a8 @ 
boy. In this sense, of course, “ the age of 
minority ts a protection.” Commenting 
in your columns upon this remark, Mrs. 
Annie Nathan Meyer says of the earnest 
work that California women are dong to 
secure the ballot: 

Yet all this hullabaloo,’ all this excite- 
ment, all this speechmaking and campsign- 
ing is to prevent the State from regarding 
women as minors to be protected. 
Suffragists want. that the law should 

treat women as minors while they really 
are minors, and should cease to treat 
them as minors when they have ceased 
to be such. Before the equal-rights 
movement began, the average woman (I. 
e., the married woman,} was treated as & 
minor under the law fn almost all re- 
Spects. She could not control her own 
Property or earnings, could not make & 
legal contract, could net sue or be sued. 
Her husband had the legal right to lock 
her up, and even to whip her, in modera- 
tion. In most States these other laws 
which put women upon a. footing with mi- 
nors have been repealed one by one, It 
is oniv in. the matter of suffrage that the 
fiction of a perpetual minority is still 
kept up. Mrs. Meyer may think it a 
“delicious inconsistency” to ask «that 
women should be treated as minors up to 
the same age as boys, and yet to ask that) 
they should not be treated as minors for 
life. It seems to me that both requests 
are cOMmon sense. 

Mrs. Meyer thinks that a girl's judg- 
ment is more mature at 18 than a boy’s 
at 21. I doubt it. Certainly the girl 
under 21 is often too ihexpertenced to 
judge wisely of either matrimonial -or 
business propositions; and many States 
require her to be 21 before she can dis- 
pense with her parents’ consent in con- 
tracting marriage or disposing of prop- 
eray. That depends upon the view held 
by lawmakers as to the relative maturity 
of boys and girls. It has no direct bear- 
ing on the suffrage question. 

Mrs, Meyer ridicules the suffrage slo- 
gan, ‘‘ Those who obey laws should have 
something to say as to their making.”’ 
She says minors obey the laws. The 
suffrage slogan should be interpreted ac- 
cording to the rule of reason, as the 
Supreme Court says that the United 
States Constitution should be. Those 
who obey the laws should have something 
to say as to their making, except where 
@ geod reason can be shown to the eon-f 
trary. The reason is obvious for exclud- 
ing minors, aliens, idiots, lunatics, and 
criminals. I have.yet to hear a good 
reason for excluding women.

The \Rev. : I. Newton Phelps’s 
Parishioners Reported Not- to 
Sympathize with His Views. 


PASTORS CONDEMN LAMBERT 


His Example in Officiating at Wedding 
Destructive of Good Morals, Berk- 


shire Parsons Declare.

MERIDEN, Conn., Sept. 11.—The res- 

ignation of the Rev. I. Newton Phelps, 
pastor of All Saints’ Episcopal Church 
here, at the Sunday morning service, com- 
ing, as it did, subsequent to the publi- 
cation of an interview with the rector on 
the crusade against the marriage of Col. 
John Jacob Astor and Miss Madeleine 
Foree, has aroused the citizens of the 
Connecticut city, -who entertain the be- 
lief that his action is the result of ad- 
verse criticism on the part of his parish- 
oners. 
“ne the reading of his resignation Dr. 
Phelps gave no reason for his decision, 
which, he states, was‘ definitely arrived 
at on Saturday of last week, yet_it is 
understood that the entanglement ot his 
name in the defense of Col. Astor at a 
time when the latter’s step was under 
criticism may have germinated a_ feeling 
of animosity thit prompted the Meriden 
rector to carry out an intention which he 
says he has had in mind for some time. 
Dr. Phelps to-day, however, gave as his 
reason for resigning that he felt it his 
duty, and that he considered his influ- 
ence in the community at an end. 

Dr. Phelps was appreached on the sub- 
ject of Col. Astor's marriage a short time 
ago because of his personal acquaintance: 
with Col. Astor, and.in the interview he 
was inclined to blame the Episcopal 
clergymen for criticising Mr. Astor on his 
proposed marriage. He said he did not 
believe in divorce, much less in @ second 
marriage, and if he were in a position to 
decide he would by no means consider 
marrying the couple. 

*e But, added r. Phelps, “it is not 
my business nor the business of the Rev. 
George Chalmers Richmond to vilify a 
man because he marries again, and in 
regard to the latter's denunciation of the 
marriage I should say it was a 
gratuitous insult to Col. Astor.” 

Dr. Pheips deprecated the assailing of 
rich men and their private lives. 

In reference to Col. Astor’s choice of 
a bride, Dr. Phelps said: 

“Mr. Astor. has chosen a most beauti- 
ful young woman, and I admire his good 
taste ana sound jud ment.”’

James Russell Soley, a lawyer with a 
wide. reputation as an authority on naval 
matters, for three years Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, died in this city yes- 
terday in his sixty-first year.

Pr. Soley was born in Boston, Mass., 
Oct. 1, 1850.: On both sides he traced his 
ancestry vack to Judge James Russell, 
the members of whose family were promi.

From 1871 until 1890 he was 
connected with the Naval Academy, at- 
taining in 18382 the rank of commander 
and boing made Superintendent of the 
Naval War Records at the Navy Depart- 
ment.

Mr. Soley took “> his residence in: New 
Ycerk efter resigning from the navy in 
1898. He was a member of the firm of 
Boardman, Platt. &.Soley. During. the 
Venezuela dispute of 1899 he acted as one 
of counsel for Venezuela. 

Amcng the books which Prof. Soley 
wrote are the ‘History of the Naval 
Academy,” 1876; ‘ Foreign Systems of 
Naval Censtruction,” 1880; “The Rescue 
of Greely’ with Commander W. 8. Schley 
in 1885, and a ‘‘ Life of Admiral Porter,” 
published in 1903. 

Prof. Soley married Miss Mary Woolsey 
Hewlend of New York in 1875. His home 
was at 49 Hast EHightieth Street. 


NOTABLE SHAKER DEAD. 


Sister Copley Had Devoted Herself to 
‘ Researches in History of Her Sect. 


THOMPSONVILLE, Conn., Sept. 11.— 
Sister S.-Emily Copley, one of the oldest 


of the Enfield Shakers, for the past thir- 
ty-one years a trustee of the North 
Shaker family, is dead at the Shaker_set- 
tlement near here.

FOLLOWED BURGLAR’S VISIT 
yt Seer 
Wetlto-Do Saloon Keeper Attacked in 
His Home-—Only Enemies the 
Roughs He Had Ejected. 


A Woman bomb thrower caused, much 
exeitement early yesterday morning by 
hurling at Charles. Kiein, 425 East 
Twelfth Street, two cans filled with gun- 
powder, which exploded close to his head. 
Before the bomb was thrown an attempt 
to enter the rear of Klein's apartment 
was, trustrated by wakeful lodgers. 

About 4 o'clock, in the morning Klein 
was; awakened by a tapping at his door. 
It was dark ‘when he looked out, but he 
saw a heavily veiled woman standing by 
the window... She. beckoned to him and 
said that she had news for him. 

As he opened the door there was a loud 
explosion, which sent him reeling back 
into the room. The neighbors awoke and 
went to his rescue, but the woman had 
disappeared. Policeman Speir soon &p- 
peared, and called. Dr. Morrig,of Bellevue 
Hospital, who found Klein badly hurt 
about the head and temporarily blinded. 
He dressed several cuts in Klein's head. 
Klein would not go to the hospital. 

Klein had a saloon, which he gave up 
two weeks ago, at Pearl and Fletcher 
Streets. Until recently it was an Or; 
derly place, frequented mostly by Ger- 
mané&g, but when Klein threw out the dis- 
orderly é@lement’' they smashed his win- 
dows. Since he has given up his saloon 
the windows of his apartment. have been 
broken several times. z 

Klein's house, which is near First Ave- 
nye, is the last in the neighborhood to 
gtand out against the Italian invasion, its 
occupants being Germans and Poles. Up 
to two years ago Klein, with his wife and 
two children, occupied the entire first 
floor. ¢ left him about that time, and 
since then he has kept the two front 
rooms for himself and has rented the 
back rooms to Seyeral German bakers. 

The bomb was composed of. two tin 
cans, One smaller than the other. The 
smaller can had been filled with black 
powder and placed inside the larger one, 
after being wrap in paper. The space 
between the two.wWas filled with~.more 
powder, a fuse placed in the side of the 
can, and the whole wrapped in kerosene- 
soaked paper. .It was only the. powder 
in the outer can which exploded. Had 
the two cans exploded Kiein's head would 

robably have been torn’ from his shoul- 

ers.

ASKS $11,995,542 FOR FIRES. 


Commissioner Johnson's, Budget for 
1912 Is $3,808,002 Over 1911. 


The Fire Department will ask the Board 
of. Estimate for $11,005,542 for 1912, an 
increase of $3,808,002 over its 1911 ap- 
propriation. As this is the largest in- 
crease ever asked for the department, 
Fire Commissioher Johnson went into ex- 
planaticns yesterday. The Commissioner 
explained that the large-increase was due 
to the long delayed expansion of the de- 
‘partment, which includes for 1912 the 
building of thirty-seven new fire houses, 
the recénstruction of five old ones, and 
the establishment of three isolated fire 
alarm telegraph stations. 

The new houses will have to be equipped 
and men: assigned to them before the 
expense of maintenance actually begins. 
The expense of this extension of the de- 
partment for the coming year’ will be 
equal to the entire budget of the Fire 
Department twenty-five years ago. 

Appropriation is also included tn the 
budget for the operation of the Hoey 


Fire Prevention act, under’ which a 
branch of the fire service will be’ insti- 
tuted. This alone wtll require nearly 
$750,000 a year to maintain. The forty-
